SETICT Hereas diuers of the poorer ſort of Our Subiects haue hereto-

0 foꝛe lined by the trade of making Tobatto pipes, but foꝛ want ot 


power to retaine and keepe their Appzentices and ſeruants in due 
obediente, and to reſtraine others from intruding vpon their Arte, 


| pꝛeuention of which intonueniences, and foz reducing the worke⸗ 

W 4 men in that trade to ſuch a competent number, as they might bee 
EE gouerned after the example ofother Societies, who floziſh by rang- 
ing themlelues v1der good O2ders; We did by Our late Charter Incoꝛpoꝛate aſelectednum- 
ber of the moſt ancient, and ſuch others as they foz ſkill and honeſtie ſhould admit into their S0- 
titie: Thereby pꝛohibiting all others who were not members thereof, to make any ſozt of 
Tobatto- pipes within Our Realme of England oz Dominion of Wales; And thereby alſo 
commanding, that no perſon o2 perſons directly, oz indirectly ſhould buy Tobacco pipes to ſell 
againe , of, oz from the hands of any others then the knowne Members of the ſad Societe. 
Yetneuertherleſſe being lately infoꝛmed by Certificate from ſundry ©ur Juſtices of Peace of 
Our Counties of Middleſex and Surrey (who in dueobedience of Our Royall pleaſure,decla- 
red in Our ſaid Charter, did in perſon aſſiſt the execution of the ſame) That diuers lewde and 


obſtinate offenders, hadfoztified themſelues in their houſes with weapons, Andincontempt 


of Our Regall Authozity reſiſted them, comming with the ſeuerall Warrants of the Lozd 
Chiefe Juſtice of Our Bench, and other the Puſtfres of Peace within Our Citie of London, 
and the ſaid counties of Piddleſex and Surrey; And allo that there were diuers il diſpoſed 
perſons(who delighting to oppoſe al good o2ders)contemptuouſly maintainedtheſe vnderhand 


offendoꝛs ſome by harboꝛing the vnlawfull Makers of Tobacco-pipes ſecretly in their houſes, 


there to make them contrary to Our Charter, to the end to partakeof the ſtolne pꝛolit thereof; 
Others, dy buying letretly this vnder hand made ware, in contempt of Our Authozity, and 
with an euill intent ok ouerthꝛowing this Societie which we haue lought to eſtabliſh, 

Now therefoze, that by the pzeſumptuous example of thele dilobedient perſons, others may 
not be tncouraged hereafter by impunity to pzeſume to reſiſt and contemne Our Royall Com⸗ 
mandement in matters of greater moment,ozto withſtand the authozity of Magiſtrates and 
gouernment, Theſe are to charge and ſtraitly command, that no perſons whatſouer within 
this Our Realme ok England and Dominion of Wales ſhall hereafter pꝛeſume to make any 
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the auntient Makers haue not ſo well pꝛoſpered as was deſired: oꝛ

pꝛelume to harbour in their houles any Tobatto · pipe makers to vle their trade there, who are 
not of the laide Societie noꝛ that any perſon oz perſons (eſpecially whs buy Tobatto · pipes to 
ſell againe) ſhall at any time, oꝛ in any plate buy os obtaine by any meanes, directly oz indirectly 
any Tobacto⸗pipes whattoeuer, from any vnder-handmakers oz others, but only from ſuthas 
are knowne members of the ſaid Sotietie e that at their common Hall, oz other knowne ware- 


houles appointed, oz hereafter to bee appointed, where they may bee bought by all Our louing 
Subietts, vpon paine of Our High diſpleaſure, and ſuch puniſhments as are 


Further commanding , that if at any time heereafcer any perſon ſhall bee ſo audaci⸗ 
ous as to foztifie themſelues in their houſes, oz in the houſes of any other, oꝛ to withſtand 
Our will and pleaſure heerein, o2 to reſiſt Qur anthozitte giuen and imparted to Pur Lo2d 
chiefe Juſtice and others, intheſearch oz appzehenſion of them, oz any ofthem ; Then wee 


doe heereby will and require, that ſufficient power be had and taken by ſuch who ſhal haue ſuch 


Warrants, to appꝛehend ſuch obſtinate and contemptuous perſons, and to carry them befoze- 


Our ſaid chiefe Juſtice, oꝛ other Juſtice ofthe Peace, that puniſhment may be tuflictedon them 


in theſeuereſt manner Qur Lawes will permit, by impꝛiloning their bodie, till they haue put in 


ſufficientſuretie foꝛ their good behaniour afterwards. Heereby further, ſtraitly charging 


Our Atturney generall fo2 the time being, that he cauſe all and euery ſuch wilfull and diſobedt- 


ent perſons, foꝛ ſuch their high coͤntempt in this behalle, to be pꝛoletuted in Dur Court of starre 
Chamber (Where Our will is they ſhall bee ſharpely puniſhed ) accozding to the meaſure of 
ſuch their andatious and bold reſiſtance of Our Royall commandement, And to the intent 


that theſe fraudesandabuſes may the better be found out and puniſhed, Our pleaſures, that 


it ſhall and may bee lawfull foꝛ any two, oz moze ot the laid Docietie, together with a lawfull 


officer to enter into any ſuſpected place oz plates,. at lawful ⁊᷑ tonuenient times, there to ſearch foz, 


and carry away, and them ſafelye to keepe to bee diſpoſed ok, attoꝛding to the tenoꝛ of Pur 


ſayd Charter. 
And laſtly , foz the full execution of this Our Royall Commandement, wee will and 


require the Lozd Matoz of our Citie of London, foz the time being, and all other Matozs, Sht- 


riffes, Juſtices of Peace, Sailiffes, Conſtables , and all other Officers and Miniſters whatſo- 


euer; That they andeuery ok them in their leuerall Offices and places, bee from time to time 
apding and aſſiſting to the Maſter, Wardens, and Doctetie of Tobatto / pipe makers in the due 


execution and accompliſhment of this Hur Royall will and Commandement, as they ten⸗ 


der Our pleaſure, and will anſwere the contrary at their perill.
